| ho Nothing facilitates the progreſs of medical know- 
ledge more, than an unprejudiced attention to ſuch 
mode of practice as is recommended from experience 
in particular and deciſive Caſes. But the advantage to 
the profeſſion will not be compleat without adding to 
this attention, a free and liberal communication of any 
remarks which may be made by the practitioner who 
hath been induced to follow the method recommended. 
Dr. Duncan in a late publication, entituled, Med:- 
cal Caſes and Obſervations, ſays, „ This remedy,

« ſon's Caſes, I have often employed, and ſometimes, I 
c think it hath been of very conſiderable advantage.

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ARY Wright, of Stoke-N ewington, 
of a ſanguineous, and healthy com · 
plexion, aged 19, was, on the 14th of 
Auguft 1772, ſuddenly ſeized with a pun- 
gent, throbbing pain in her left ancle, 
which quickly afterwards became red, and 
ſwelled. She herſelf, and her neighbours 
attributed this at firſt to a ſtrain ; for the 
removal of which, liniments, Sc. were 
applied, but without effect.

leſſneſe, ſeemed daily ta encreaſe. Upon 
this ſhe called for aſſiſtance 3 and, as well 
as I could gueſs, both from its taſte and 
its effects, (always occaſioning a ſenſe of 
coldneſs at her ſtomach) à ſingle faline 
mixture, with the addition of nitrey was 
all that had been directed for her. 
I was: ſent for on the 27th, a fortnight 
from the commencement of the com- 
plaint, and found her in the ſtate above 
deſcribed. Her tongue was white, but 
moiſt, her pulſe quick, but rather weak. 
She was withall very coſtive. There was 
no delirium ; nor had there been the leaſt | 
tendency to it.

No Caſe in 
practice can be leſs ambiguous; ' This once 
admitted, it is moſt apparent, chat a diſ- 
order, which is often very tedious, hath 
been vaſtly ſhortened; a great deal of ex- 
quite pain and ſuffering cut off, muen 
blood- letting prevented, a numerous far- 
rago of clyſters, "bliſters, nitrous, ſaline, 
and attenuating medicines ſuperſeded;

to that induſtrious claſs of mankind; moſt 
ſubject to this complaint, a vaſt expence 
leſſened, and a long detention from buſi- 
neſs prevented; And if a more certain, 
or an abbreviated eriſis of this diſorder 
may be hoped for, the aggregate. advan- 
tage to the community, from ſuch a 
treatment becoming ou. ; muſt be Wd;

For let it be obſerved, thak this com- 
Plaint is peculiarly prevalent in Great Bri-

damps and moiſture to which we are ſub+ 
ject, the ſudden tranſitions from heat to 
cold, and vice ver/a, more eſpecially in 
autumn, and the ſucceeding months, till 
very late in the ſpring. It alſo artacks 
perſons of the moſt active and happy 
conſtitutions ; the huſbandman, tho gar 
dener, ay ſoldier, &c. the inferior in- 
deed, but nat the leaſt uſeful claſs of 
mankind. - 

Now, what forbids us to hope for the 
like happy termination of this tedious diſ- 
order, which took place, both ſo ſpeedily 
and ſo effectually, in the caſe above-men- 
tioned ; and which, though ſimple and 
uncomplicated, was as alarming, and the 
pain as excruciating, as any I had ever 
ſeen ? There can ſurely be no abſurdity 
in ſuppoſing ſimilar cauſes will produce 
ſi milar effects. Doth not humanity then 
call upon us, ſucceſs encourage, and rea- 
ſon approve and urge, farther trials in 
every like inſtance. 

Great care, however, muſt be taken, 
that the circumſtances be really ſimilar,

ment. It would be the height of pre-. 
ſamption and temerity, becauſe bleeding, 
purging, cooling, ſudorific, incraſſating, 
or attenuating medicines are, in ſome 
lar fevers, and in certain periods of 
a fever, very uſeful—to apply theſe raſhly, 
without ſuch an attentive diſcrimination 
of circumſtances, as may beſt direct us to 
the hen and How, they are reſpectively 
It is almoſt needleſs to obſerve, that fe- 
vers have their reſpective differences, their 
reſpeRive riſe and progreſs, declination 
and criſis. In all of them, different ſtages 
require a different kind of treatment; and 
what might be proper practice in the 
commencement, may be much otherwiſe 
in the advance of the diſorder, and fo vice 
„ . 
This general obſervation is but ſuper- 
ficially touched, in order to introduce a 
retroſpect upon the given Caſe with more 
advantage. 
The patient had been grievouſly aflict- 
ed with this diſorder for a fortnight. After 
an attentive inſpection of the Caſe, ſhe was

bled in the evening, the;Guaiacum medi- 
cine given ſoon afterwards, repeated the 
next morning; and in the evening of the 
ſame day, ſhe was totally freed from the 
fever, and every attendant complaint. In 
ſhort, her health was reſtored without any 
farther meaſures being uſed, or any re- 
turn of her diſorder. Will this warrant 
us to do the ſame, at all times, and in 
every ſtage of the diſeaſe, without any con- 
ſideration of circumſtances? No, ſurely! 
This would be a moſt haſty and imperfect 
concluſion indeed, and might lead to very 
dangerous errors in practice. A fortnight 
had elapſed before the above meaſures 
were taken for her relief. Nature had, 
all this time, been at work in her own 
myſterious laboratory. A fever was viſi- 
bly. her inſtrument. She had not been 
diſturbed in her operations either by bleed- 
ing, by clyſters, or purgatives. A ſaline 

or nitrous mixture, ſuch it appeared to 
me, was all that had been given. Great 
coſtiveneſs prevailed, and the fever, tho 
more inert, yet till retained a conſidera- 
ble degree of activity. Nature alſo, it

is poſſible, had been diſcharging fome 
_ the © offending matter, ſo to ſpeak, 
through the inflamed and tumefied joints, 
by an inſenſible, whilſt the intervening 
{weats were doing the ſame, by a more 
ſenſible perſpiration. It ſeemed by a 
due concoction, if I may uſe an ancient 
phraſe, fully prepared to paſs through the 
innumerable and inviſible outlets, which 
coyer the ſurface of the body, as well as 
down' the great excretory canal, through 
the urinary paſſages, and the orifice of the 
vein. The medicine being given in this 
ſeaſonable moment, when nature was ſtrug- 
gling in her laſt finiſhing operation, the 
cure became perfect and compleaet. 

The time When this was done, is ſo 
material a circumſtance, that it can by no 
means be overlooked, if we would purſue 
a fimilar treatment. Had the ſame mea- 
ſures been directed on the ſecond, third, 
or” fourth day. from the commencement 
of the diſorder, it is probable, that they 
would have been attended with no ſuch 
fortunate event, but perhaps quite the 
bene The ſtate of the Caſe then, would 


have 
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| 1 been no longer the ſame; and theres 
fore the iſſue might have been very 
different, though the preſcribed methods 
were the ſame. We might have been 
doing harm inſtead of good, and obſtruct- 
ing nature too much, in her wiſe and kind 
endeavours to ſerve us. Both the fever 
and the coſtiveneſs might have been 
wanted here, for the preſent, to forward 
and execute her intentions, and to put 

a more ſpeedy and effectual termination to 
the diſorder. 

I had no reaſon, perhaps, to e 
that the uſual methods had not been pur- 
ſued in the more early ſtage of the diſeaſe. 
This was an advantage, at leaſt it a 
ſo to me, on a careful review of the caſe. 
From hence I was induced to conclude, 
that even in this ardent and inflammatory 
fever, we may be too haſty and precipi- 
tate, in purſuing the common practice of 
early bleeding, and other evacuations; and 
may carry them much too far. Would 
it not be more adviſeable to wait a little, 
to do nothing without an urgent neceſſity, 

except in the dietetic way, or only ſome- 

thing 
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thing to amuſe the patient, and guard 
againſt any great irregularities? If his 
ſufferings ſhould be rather greater for a 
few days (tho' I am not certain that would 
be the caſe) yet he is likely to be re- 
warded, by a more ſpeedy releaſe from 
them, and a more perfect recovery of his 
health. | | 

Add to this confideration, that we have 
greater compaſs allowed us in the Rheu- 
matic fever, than in many others, where 
the ſame cautious proceeding is adviſe- 
able: becauſe this is not, in general, a 
diſorder either of ſuch mortal danger, ſuch 
rapid progreſs, or ſuch ſpeedy iſſue, in re- 
ſpe& to life or death, as to allow no time 
to look about us. It affords us common- 
ly ſufficient leiſure to make cool obſer- 
vations on its progreſs, its axpy or ſtate, 
its declination and variations, and alſo on 
the tumefied (e) parts, viz. whether red 
and florid, moiſt or dry, hard or ſoft,

5 E ſeveral indicative /circumſtances pre- 
| ſented: to us, in the acute Rheumatiſm, 
not to pay the ſtricteſt attention to them. 
For by repeated obſervations, conducted 
with proper accuracy and minuteneſs, in a 
kh of caſes compared with each other, 
we may poſſibly hit upon that critical mo- 
ment, that ſeaſonable point of time, when 
nature invites, and we are ready to join: 
forces in the intire expulſion of the ma- 
lady from all quarters of the body, and 
to perform a radical and permanent cure; 
without any of thoſe terrible remnants of 
an imperfect criſis, occaſioned either by a 
premature attempt to aſſiſt nature, or by 
one too long delayed. 

This great defideratum is worthy of an 
attentive inveſtigation; and we ſhould 


think ourſelyes very happy, to arrive at 
more certainty about it. In the mean 
time, it is beſt not to be impertinently 
officious, intruding with our ignorance 
vpon the much wiſer deſigns of nature to 

ſerve 
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ſerve us, but to,be in conſtant waiting to 
obey her orders expeditiouſly, whenever 
ſhe ſhall point at a criſis, and throw out 
fair and manifeſt fignals for aſſiſtance. For 
nature will, and muſt haye things in her 
own way ; and by our impatience to have 
matters diſpatched out of hand, and by 
endeavours rudely to force her, we may 
fruſtrate both her intentions, and our own 
wiſhes, and be left in the midſt of that 
diſtreſs and affliction, to which no human 
{kill can preſcribe either certain remedies 
or certain bounds. 1 llc 4 1 .

CASE I... 


FAN EORGE Turner, à whiteſmith, in 
Marſh-ſtreet, Walthamſtow, in the 
35th year of his age, of a middle ſtature, 
ſtrong tenſe fibre, and good conſtitution, 
deſired me to attend him, on the third of 
September laſt, having been very ill for 
ſeveral days of a Rheumatic diſorder of the 
inflammatory kind. 
Ihe caſe at firſt appeared to me rather 
alarmin g. and attended with ſome danger 
of his life as well as his limbs. He had 
a continual pain in his arms, legs, and 
thighs, ſeveral of his joints ſwelled and 
inflamed ; and had, at times, very acute 
pains on the muſcles of the thorax, and 
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membranes. of the ſides; his pulſe very 
quick and hard, tongue extremely dry 
and foul, | intenſe heat and dryneſs in 
the ſkin, ' accompanied with A, 
navies, and a violent diarrhea;

Now I had allowed, after making every deduQion, 
that half an ounce of the Tincture contains at leaſt 
twenty-five grains of the Gum.

1760, when he was inſtantly ſtruck witn 
a palſey, which affected all the right fide;

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other valuable medicines, which are now 
ſuffering hard durance in ſome neglected 
corner of the apothecary's or „ 
ſhop. He had juſt reſcued it from this 
vile treatment, before he gave the finiſning 
d to his fine Treatiſe on the Gout, by 
exhibiting both its innocence, and its 
eminent medicinal qualities in his own 
practice, calling loudly upon the phyſi- 
cians in his time, to give it in a more free 
and liberal manner; for which he, and no 


one elſe, deſerves the title of the father of 


this ſpecific, except you will allow the 
honour of it to the man who barely peels 
the Bark, in the mountains of Peru. Had 
he not reſcued it from this intended diſ- 
grace and oblivion, and taught its uſe, this 
magnum Dei donum had been loſt for 
ever. | 
This odious effect, however, did fol- 
low, viz.— While rival, and ſelfiſh phy- 
ſicians were contending about the matter, 
Dr. Sydenham loſt the honour of ſuch a 
noble improvement; and the Faculty the 
credit it would have done them, of com- 
ing from one of their own body.

7 15 Dr. BAKER, in bit enquiry inte the Epidemic Fever, 
after obſerving, that by the common method of gi- 
ving medicines, in trifling and inſufficient doſes, good 
ones are but too often brought into diſrepute, the in- 
tention of the phyſician fruſtrated, and the patient's ex- 
pectation diſappointed-—acquaints us, that phy/icians ran 
into this. error formerly, with relation to the bark, 
through an over cautiouſneſs; and that Sydenham was 

the firſt that broke through this conſtraint, and ven- 
tured to give it in large doſes. I bave a letter of 
his (be adds) in, manuſcript, now before me, where- 
in he ſays, „1 have had but few trials, but I 
« am ſure, that an qunce of bark, given between the 
« two fits, cures,, which the phy/icians in London, not 
t being pleaſed to take notice of in my book, or not 
« believing me, have given an opportunity to a fellow, 
« that was but an apothecary's man, to go away with 
« all the practice on agues ; by which he has got an 
<« eftate in two months, and brought great reproach on 
« the faculty.” This letter was writ in October 1677, 
which falls in ſo exactly with the time of Talbor's firſt 
appearance as a practitioner, (for we have an account 
of bis being in France in 1679) that Sypennram muſt 
certainly allude to him ; and it appears from hence, 
that SYDENHAM was the perſon who ſtruck out the 
method of giving an ounce of bark between the fits,

before that time; which method Sir RogERT Tar-

It were to be wiſhed, for the benefit of mankind, that 
Phyſicians would imitate SYDENHAM's practice more 
than is ufually done, in this particular; fince there is ns 
poſſibility of diſcovering, except by this means ne 
bow far the powers of medicines extend. 

GeorFRoy informs us, (without the leaſt notice of 
our SYDENHAM) that Lewis XIV. that great patron 
of the uſeful, as well as the polite arts, purchaſed of 
Sir RonERT TALBoR, or TALBOT, knighted by Charles 
the Second, his ſecret manner of giving the bark; 
and ordered large quantities to de bought up for the uſe 
of his hoſpitals. He adds farther, that he gave it not 
by ſcruples or drachms, ** ſed ad uncias & libras aſcen - 
« debat.”

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CASE l. 


AMES HARVEY, = joiner, of Stoke 
I Newington, aged twenty-ſeven, of an 
athletic conſtitution, and complexion ra- 
ther pallid, was, on the 6th of January, 
1773, ſeized with an acute pain in his 
right ancle, all on a ſudden, as he fat by 
the fire fide. He had before that enjoyed 
a good ſtate of health for many years, and 
till the very moment his ancle became af- 
feed, thought himſelf, and was thought 
by every one elſe, in perfect health, and 
had gone through his uſual labour on that 
day.—Before morning the pain ſhifted with 
great violence to the toes of the left leg, 
on which the ſwelling and pain of the 
right ancle conſiderably abated. 

The 8th, he was attacked with a looſe- 
neſs which continued two days, and re- 
duced him very much. 
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The 10th, the pain flew to his left knee; 
and on the 12th, when he came to me, 
it remained there, but principally affected 


his left hand, which was extremely red 


and angry, and ſwelled to a conſiderable 


ſize, diſabling him from any kind of work. 


His pulſe was low, weak, and rather 
quick, tongue white, urine turbid, high- 


coloured, depoſiting a conſiderable ſedi- 


ment. I directed for him the Tincture, 


Which was taken fix nights running, On 


the Sth, the pain, ſwelling, and redneſs 


of his hand were much abated, and he 

-was in every reſpect ſo much relieved, that 
he ſpoke. with ſeeming confidence of being 

able to return ſoon to his uſual labour. 


I then adviſed him to take his medicine 
twice a day, which he did for three days; 


and on the 21ft, he thought himſelf per- 
fectly well, and returned to his work, 
which he proſecuted without much im- 


pediment, Meeting with him by accident, 


February 6th, he informed me he had 


ſome ſlight returns of his complaint, 
which chiefly affected his right knee and 


ancle; and was deſirous of taking his me- 


dicine

dicine again. I adviſed rather to take an 
ounce of Bark leiſurely, and a ſpoonful of 
Spirit. Vol. Arom. at bed-time; with 
which he complied, and has remained 
well ever ſince. 


R. MENNA, a publican, in the 
goth year of his age, an athletic, 
well-made man, of a florid complexion, 
whoſe ſituation in life expoſed him to live 
rather freely, had been ſubje& to the 
Gout the laſt eight years. He had a ſe- 
vere attack in his feet, the ſevereſt he had 
ever experienced, on the 2d of May 1773. 
I ſaw him on the 18th; the medicine was 
given him that night, and the next morn» 
ing. In the evening (though before un- 
able to move, from his ſeat) he met me 
with expreſſions full of gratitude and aſto- 
niſhment; ſaying, that he was ſo far 


from expecting a cure for the Gout, that 
K 2 he 
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he ſcarce believed he ſhould have found 
even any relief. He was requeſted to con- 
tinue his medicine twice, or once a day, at 
leaſt, for a little time, and then to follow 
it with the bark and the Cold- bath. But 
whether any part of the advice was com- 
plied with, I have had no opportunity of 
learning from himſelf, but have lately been 
credibly informed, he is in perfect health, 
and hath not had the leaſt return of his 
diſorder. 


CASE IV. 

ILLIAM GOODMAN, in Shore- 

ditch pariſh, aged 70; a remark- 
ably ſtout, robuſt man, of a full habit, had 
been afflicted with the Gout above 25 
years. He had had it (I take the account 
from his own mouth) in every part of his 
body, except his ſhoulders; in his head, 
ſtomach, toes, feet, knees, and hands.

His feet and hands were ſwelled to ſo great 


a degree, as to be ready to burſt; which 
diſabled him from feeding, or turning 
himſelf in bed. He hath a thouſand 


times wiſhed for death; and on many oc- | 
caſions his caſe hath been concluded as 


deſperate, and his death near at hand. 

Early in the ſpring 1773, I found him 
unable to ſtir from his ſeat, or to do the 
moſt ordinary aQion without aſſiſtance. 
He took the medicine twice a day, for four 
days, juſt in the way I have fo often re- 
lated; and to his own amazement, and 
that of his acquaintance, went abroad af- 
ter his uſual occupation in a weeks time; 
and I left him in as perfect health, and as 
free from any infirmity, as a man of 
ſeventy could be expected to be. Nor was 
the medicine attended with the leaſt in- 
convenience in any reſpect. | 

I could have wiſhed to have followed i ir 
with the Bark, if not with the Cold-bath. 
But certain ſtrong prejudices, that the dif- 
order was incurable, and that no mitiga- 


«tion, even of his preſent' pain, could be 


hoped for, as they had well nigh precluded 
0 * any 
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any farther attempts to remove his com- 
plaints, ſo they determined him, as they 
have done many others, to uſe his on ex- 
preſſion, to ref while he was well.

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ICHARD FOX, of Stoke Newing- 
ton, a glazier and painter, aged 


thirty-three, of middle ſtature, and thin 
habit, had been afflicted with the Gout 


from nine years of age. His laſt attack 
was about the middle of May 1773, when 
a violent pain ſeized the great toe of his 
left foot, which in a little time ran through 
his foot, and up his leg to his knee, and 
continued in that limb for ſeveral days and 
nights, ſo that he could get no reſt. Afﬀter- 
wards it began to ſwell to a violent degree, 
and grew red and fiery, which gave him 

ſome 
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ſome eaſe, but left that limb perfectly uſe· 
leſs. From thence it removed into his 
other foot and leg, attended with partly 
the ſame effect; ſo that he was now to- 
tally diſabled from walking. The pain, 
after ſome time, removed from his feet 
and legs into his hands and arms, and took 
the uſe of them away likewiſe. 
In this ſituation he applied to his apo- 
thecaty, who informed him his complaint 
was the Gout; and beſides the medicines 
he thought it adviſable to give him, re- 
commended Brandy and water, and Ma- 
deira, for his common drink. His direc- 
tions were punctually complied with for 
ſome weeks, The patient finding no be- 
nefit, and growing daily worſe and worſe, 
makes a warm appeal to his apothecary 
informing him very plainly, that if he 
could procure him no farther relief, it was 
impoſſible he could live under fo deſperate 
a diſorder; for the pain now attacked his 
ſtomach, nor could he lie down in bed 
without great difficulty, owing to a tight- 
neſs, or catching in his breaſt, as he ex- 
preſſed himſelf. His legs alſo loſt their

ILLIAM CLARE, of Stoke News 
ington, aged 39, of a pallid com- 
plexion, thin, ſpare habit, and low ſtature, 
formerly dealt in paint; and in the year 
1766, was firſt attacked with a fit, which 
lay in his bowels. I take this account 
from himſelf. By the aſſiſtance which was 
immediately procured him, the pain, which 
firſt ſeized his bowels, was, in no long 
time, tranſlated to his legs. In about a 
month after, he had another attack, and 
was then adviſed to quit grinding colours, 
and to follow the farming buſineſs. 
In half a year's time he was attacked 
again in his ancles, and hath had it ever 


ſince twice a year; ſometimes in the ſpring, 
ſometimes in the ſummer. 

His laſt attack was about the middle of 
November 1773. On the 1ſt of December 
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T was ſent for, and found him confined 
to his bed, and unable to ſtir almoſt a 
fingle limb, and in intolerable anguiſh. 
His wriſts and knees, as well as his ancles, 
now ſwelled exceedingly, which they had 
never done on any former occaſion, An 
acute pain alſo affected his right groin. 
'The ſwellings were not red and inflamed, 
but gloſſy and ſhining. His pulſe was 
quick, — tongue white, —thirſt conſider- 
able, — urine high-coloured, thick, and 
depoſited a lateritious ſediment. He was, 
moreover generally coſtive ; but, on the 
day I ſaw him, had two ſtools; on which 
account, after taking away ſeven ounces 
of blood, which had exactly the ſame ap- 
pearance as in the Pleuriſy or acute Rheu- 
matiſm, gutt. xii. Tinct. Thebaic. were ad- 
ded to the Guaiacum-draught that night, 
and repeated twice in the ſame way the 
next day. On the zd he had two mo- 
tions, and nothing was given him on 
that day. The fourth day, the draught 
was ordered to be taken every night only, 
and without the opiate. But he found 
himſelf ſo well, it was taken but once. 


He 
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He walked abroad the next day, and has 
followed his uſual occupation ever fince, 
in perfect freedom from all his com- 
plaints. 

I have, in the ſtrongeſt manner, recom- 
mended to him the Cold-bath; and can 
with the ſtricteſt truth affirm, that in the 
great variety of Gouty and Rheumatic 
caſes, which have come before me, I ne- 
ver ſaw the leaſt inconvenience from it; 
but, on the contrary, the greateſt benefit. 
Nothing will fo effectually prevent a re- 
lapſe in either caſe, if they are to be con- 
fidered as at all different. It is almoſt as 
much to be depended upon, as the Bark it- 
ſelf; and greatly to be lamented, that a moſt 
groundleſs prejudice too frequently ob- 
ſtructs its uſe in the intervals of gouty 
complaints. 

For ſome time paſt he hath complied 
with my advice, and with ſuch manifeſt 
advantage, as induces him to make uſe 
of the Bath, cgyen in very ſevere weather.

He had been afflicted with the 
Gout in his feet, and at times, in his ſto- 
mach, for ſeveral years. But from Fe- 
bruary laſt, had ſcarce been tolerably e: 
four days together, in his ſtomach. 
Was naturally a ſtout man, of a full habit, 
and his face was of a deep purple hue: but 
his conſtitution was much impaired b 
the Gout ; which hath rendered him ſo i il 
frequently, that he was not expected to 
live many hours, the pain being ſo ſevere 
in his ſtomach, attended with ſickneſa, 
coldneſs and ſhiverings all oyer his body. 
He continued in this way from February 
laſt; at times indeed, tolerably eaſy, but 
never without ſome pain in his ſtomach, 
and which frequently became violent.

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He applied to me June 25th, 1774, 
when extremely ill in his ſtomach. He 
had been bled that day.

Vol. in each, 
one to be taken that evening, the other 

the next morning. The firſt gave him 
full and immediate relief in his ſtomach, 
and cauſed a free ſweat and diſcharge by 
urine, The ſecond doſe procured a looſe 
ſtool or two; and the next day his feet 
were pained.

(n) The bare mention of the word Diet, one would 
think ſufficient to excite in the Valetudinarian the diſa- 
greeable remembrance of the unmerciful manner in 
which he hath been reſtricted, in this reſpect, by Dr. 
Canocan's vague obſervations, and unwarranted aſ- 
ſertions of the neceſſity, not of temperance, (this would 
have been readily allowed the Doctor) but of mere abſti- 
nence from particular kinds of food. A ſufficient anſwer, 
however, to all that hath been advanced by him on that 
head, will be found in the following ſentences of a cer- 
tain writer. The variety, and even contrariety of 
« circumſtances obſerved of Gouty caſes, make it ap- 
« parent, that no kind of diet can be proper in all 
«« Cafes, either in the fit, or out of it: that one 
4 perſon may require a temperate, [abſtemious] ano- 
4c ther, a rich, ſtrengthening, cordial one.” 

But to go farther, a mode of diet, and many kinds 
& of food, which agree with one man, diſagree with a- 
« nother. A kind of food, reputed hard of digeſtion, 
& ſhall fit lighter on the ſtomach, and agree better with 
c an Invalid, than another kind which is thought lighter - 
<< and eaſier to be digeſted. Some people labouring under 
6 the Gout, have lived on high ſeaſoned food; others 
cc have never tafted any thing but the moſt ſimple ali- 
4 ments: and in a country where the Gout prevails more 

ce than in any other, the inhabitants live almoſt intirely 
4 on a vegetable diet. Mankind in a ſtate of nature, 

and ſtrangers to culinary arts, are found to live healthy 
« either on fleſb, vegetables, or fiſh, alone. The more 
L 3 « civilized 
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© civilized tations, among whom the Gout prevails, 
« differ widely in their diet: yet under that diverſity of 
«« diſhes, men, while they keep within the bounds of 
c temperance, are healthy and well.“ ; 
ee Theſe obſervations — are ſufficient to ſhew, that 
«reaſoning on the property of alimentary ſubſtances, 
(c like reaſoning on the properties of medicines, from 
& experiments made on them before they enter the 
& body, is precarious and deluſive. But if with theſe 
s obſervations it be farther conſidered, that in laying 
« down a regimen of diet for a patient, his accuſtomed 
« food and exerciſe, the courſe of medicine he is upon, 
« and many other circumſtances which differ. in diffe- 
<« rent people, are to be attended to, it will not only 
«© authorize one to ſuſpect, that the opinions which 
$6 have been advanced of this or that kind of food, 
« producing or preventing the Gout, and the rules of 
« diet directed to be obſerved in all Caſes, are more 
« plauſible than juſt; but it will alſo incline one to 
« think, that ſome latitude may be ſafely allowed in 
c thoſe articles of food, which are known by expe- 
6c rience, to agree with the patient, provided he be 
« but temperate in the quantity. — So much for Dr. 

Capocan's doctrine, of abſtinence, even from the com · 
mon condiments in our daily aliment. 

Dr. CULLEN contends much for the neceſſity of ab. 
ſtinence from all animal food; nay, hath ſo great a 
confidence in this, as to be firmly perſuaded, that 
« any man who early in life will enter upon the con- 
te ſtant practice of bodily labour, and of abſtinence 
«from animal food, will be preſerved intirely from the 
6 diſeaſe.” Is not this aſtoniſhing from one, who 


ſuppoſes 
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ſuppoſes the Gout to be a diſeaſe generally heredi · 
* tary, and very often to depend upon original confor-' 
« mation #” What vegetables (ſhould we travel in 
ſearch of them from the furtheſt Indies, to the remoteſt 
parts of Caledonia) are to be found with properties ade- 
quate to the effect of curing the Gout ; that is, on this 
hypotheſis, of reforming the original ſtructure and con- 
formation of the body? Much leſs can we hope for 
ſuch an effect, from the uſe of common eſculents, the 
properties of which are univerſally acknowledged to be 
gf @ mild nature, and conſequently of leſs powerful 
operation. — But the following note, from the above 
quoted writer, will ſerve to ſhew, what regard is due to 
the Profeſſor's opinion, and to all. ſuch reaſonings and 
reſtrictions on the article of diet, à priori. 

„ ProspeR ALPINUS, a phyſician highly celebrated 
&« by the great BoERHAA RE, reſided ſome years in 
4 Egypt. He gives an account, that the Ægyptians 
« were a chearful people, and lived to a great age. 
«© They were averſe to a variety of food, and gene- 
46 rally drank water. Rice, bread, peas, milk, ſome eſ- 
6 culent herbs and roots, dates, plantains, figs, apricots, 
© cucumbers, melons, peaches, grapes, oranges, lemans, 
« citrons and pomegranates, conſtituted the bulk of 
their diet. They eat little meat, and that, except. 
« ing among the poor, was generally mutton or fowls, 
«© He mentions alſo, that the Gout was no where ſo

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REFLECTIONS. 


HESE few Caſes, which I have 
1 now laid before the world, are all 
that have occurred to me, within the li- 
mits of that time, to which I have con- 
fined myſelf. Had they been more, the 
reader ſhould have had more. At pre- 
ſent, it ſeems needleſs to trouble the Public 
with any obſervations upon them. They 
have ſeen the operation of this particular 
medicine, and my general treatment, and 
are left to draw their own concluſions from 
the facts before them. | 
This one concluſion, at leaſt, I ſhould 
think,, would be made by every one, whe- 
ther a medical perſon, or not, That, if this 
medicine ſhould come into general uſe, 


and 
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and produce a proportionable effect in this 
torturing diſorder, the benefit to the Pub- 
lic would be immenſe. And theſe Caſes, 


| few as they are, may ſerve to ſhew it's 


great efficacy. 

Many are the obſervations, which 1 
have made, upon the Gout, and the above 
Caſes have alſo afforded me ſome. But 
it may be prudence in a medical, as well 
as in other writers, to ſuppreſs ſome ideas 
which may occur to him, till the number 


and variety of the Caſes ſhall realize his 
hopes, and confirm his obſervations ; or 
give him occaſion to change his ſenti- 


ments; as all depends upon fact and exe 


perience. 


Only thus much we may obſerve, that the 
Gout, as well as the Rheumatiſm, hath its 


variations, and its critical ſeaſons ; and that 


the I ben and the How this medicine is to be 
adminiſtered, is as carefully to be attended 


to in this, as in any other diforder ; with» 


out deſcending. to a more minute detail 


upon the ſubject. 


No prudent perſon will therefore con- 


clude, that the phyfician's art is precluded 


by 
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by 'this medicine, or be fo wanting to 
himſelf, as not to look out for relief from 
thoſe, on whoſe medical {kill and ability 
he can beſt rely for advice. On the con- 
trary, ſcarce any diſorder requires it more. 
For if it ſhould be (as is not improbable) 
nature's intention, in every fit of the Gout, 
to remove the malady, whether ariſing 
from the ſolids or the fluids, or the ner- 
vous ſyſtem, what can be more dangerous, 
than raſhly to tamper with it, and unſeaſon- 
ably obſtruct her deſigns, by an undiſtin- 
galhing uſe of the medicine, till farther 
experiments ſhall evince, whether it be 
ſeaſonable at all times, and in every ſtage 
of this diſorder ? 

This advice will be neceſſary, unleſs we 
could aſſure the world, that we had under 
our management a ſpecific for this diſor- 
der. But to this u/t:matum of our wiſhes 
we have not yet arrived, 

Will the Bark be called a f pecific in 
intermittents ? Certainly it will. 3 will 
it always anſwer, and alone? Is it never 
neceſſary to precede it with emetics, to 
accompany it with bitters, or to follow it

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with the Cold-bath ? All then that can 
be rationally meant, when this noble me- 
dicine itſelf is called a ſpecific in inter- 


mittents, is, that it is more infallible than 


any other remedy, and that on which we 
can place general. confidence. But I re- 
peat it, that I do not mean to run a com- 
pariſon betwixt the two medicines, or that 
we may place the ſame confidence in the 


one as in the other, in the diſeaſes to which 


they are reſpectively applied; but rather 
to expreſs the contrary (o), in order to 
excite a proper degree of caution, in the 
uſe of the medicine, and a due attention 


to the various and multiform appearances 


this diſorder ſometimes puts on; without 
a careful attention to which, diſcredit will 
fall upon the beſt and moſt mary medi- 


cines.

I gave her immediately 8 and 
Valerian Tincture liberally, with chaly- 
| beats and the Bark; and in a few days after 
| her 
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her arrival ſhe went into the Gude; 
and by following this courſe for a month 
or five weeks, ſhe returned home greatly 
recovered. I recommended to her the 
occaſional uſe of her medicines, particu» | 
' larly the Guaiacum TinQure; and, on 

the beginning of June following, her 
huſband writes to me thus: My wife 
jg now much better than ſhe has ever 
ec been yet, hath recovered her appetite, 
«. feels herſelf ſtronger, and walks in her 
« garden and about her family affairs 
with her uſual ſpirit and chearfulneſs, 
« ſo that we are now in great hopes of 
a perfe& recovery.” — On the 28th- 
November 1775, I had an opportunity of 


ſeeing my patient, and the pleaſure 1 to find 
her in full health.

On this account he had applied to a 
phyſician of reputed eminence, who di- 
rected for him Caſtor-draughts, from 
which he thought he had received ſome 
benefit, but which now, through long uſe, 
were become inefficient.

ICHARD BUN DY, of Homerton, 
thirty-eight years of age, of a tall, 
thin, ſanguineous habit, and active diſpo- 
ſition, was firſt afflicted with the Gout in 
the year 1766.

nor hath he ever ſince been free from it 
any one year in a greater or leſſer degree, 
except in the year 1769, when he had 
an inflammatory fever, in which he 
was ſeveral times | bled.

I was not conſulted in any af his fits, 
except the laſt, which happened the 11th 
of June 1774. It began in the joint of 
one of his fingers of the right hand, which 
ſwelled and inflamed, and where was form- 
ed a hard moveable ſubſtane. 
From that joint it paſſed to ſeveral, o- 
ther joints of the ſame hand, to the wriſt, 
elbow, and ſhoulder, then to the hip, and 
acroſs his loins to the knee, ankle, and 
foot of the ſame ſide. In a few days the 
left fide was affected in the ſame way, fo 
that he could ſcarce be ſaid to have a ſin- 
gle joint free from pain. The hand firſt 
affected, was the laſt in recovering. A 
ſmart fever accompanied his other com- 
plaints for three weeks. He was generally 
regular in ſtools, and his urine, more eſpe- 
cially while his fever continued, was, ac- 
cording to his on account, thick agd 
muddy.

An attack of the laſt kind was on 
the 3d of May 1774. It was ſudden and 
ſevere—pain at her Romach i intolerable — 
reachings inceſſant. The aid of the apo- 
thecary failing, a phyſician of reputed e- 
minence was called in, who directed, at dif- 
ferent times, three ſtrong emetics, and va- 
rious active purgatives, to remove an obſti- 
nate coſtiveneſs, with ſtrong cordials, ano- 
dynes, and fomentation to the part. The 
art of the phyſician, after repeated trials, 
proving equally unavailing, the patient had 
recourſe to random experiment, and to 
whatever the regard of her friends ſug- 
geſted. All to no purpoſe. Every at- 
tempt to relieve the pain, ſeemed but to

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increaſe it. Balm and mint tea was her 
chief ſupport; and the agony of the pain 
depriving her of reſt for many days and 
nights, exceſlive debilitating ſweats inſued. 
Her ſtrength and ſpirits being thus ex- 
hauſted, ſhe gave way to melancholy. and 
; dejection; fag. her only hope of relief v 
in death. 

At len eth, however, aber the . had 
abandoned all medicine, the pain quitted 
her flomach,, and fled firſt, to, her breaſt, 
and afterwards to her head, where it re» 
mained with. ſo great violence, as ſuffered 
her to take no reſt. Blood frequently 
guſhed from her noſe but without af- 
fording any eaſe. Every means of relief, 
hitherto tried, failing, a ſound toath was 
drawn, by the advice of a medical perſon, 
on the ſuppoſition that the pain was 
occaſioned by a compreſſion - upon the 
nerve; the loſs of which, as. it did not

patient has only to regret, + 

After ſuffering for two months inex⸗ 
preſſible anguiſh, my advice was requeſted 
July 3th. And apprehending. the Caſe

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to be neither bilious, not - agulch / (in 
which lights it had e been conſi- 
dered, and treated accordingly) but 4 
gouty affection, I directed the Guaiacum 
Tincture in full quantity twice a day, 
which agreed perfectly well with the 
patient, cauſing. a grateful. thrill (as ſhe 
expreſſed it) through her whole body, and 
tending alſo to keep it open; to effect 
which, had hitherto proved. a matter of 
great difficulty.

and near relations had been martyrs to 
the Gout, deſired my advice in the ſame 
diſorder iſt September 1774. ; 
I found her feveriſh—pulſe quick, but 
low — tongue white — water thick and 
muddy— great thirſt — reſtleſſneſs — im- 
paired - appetite — faintings, with ſpon- 
taneous ſweats and. tranſient ſtitches in 
her left ſide, without however impeding 
her: breath —head- ach ſo violent at times, 
that ſhe durſt not raiſe it from the pillow. 
Her habit was coſtive, and the Fluor Al- 
bus had afflicted her for many years. 
The diſorder had harraſſed her above 
a fortnight before I ſaw her, having 
firſt ſeized her head with great violence, 
then her neck and ſhoulders. Half 
an ounce: of the Tincture had been 
given twice a day for three days, on the 
recommendation of a Lady, into whoſe 
hands my pamphlet had fallen, and who 
had herſelf received benefit by the uſe of 
the medicine.

Mr. PARKS had for a conſiderable 
time been affected with a violent pain in 
his head, which his apothecary pronoun- 
ced to be aguiſh, and conſequently re- 
commended the Bark, which he took in 
great quan tity, and with great perſeverance,

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but without any good effec. In this 
extremity, a Lady, who had had frequent 
opportunities of ſeeing the Tinct. Guaiac. 
Vol. given by me in a numerous family, 
out of her great humanity, adviſed him to 
take a full ounce of it within the hour. 
This was about ten in the morning. The 
advice was readily complied with; and he 
ſoon found relief. At noon half an ounce 
more was given, and with ſo great ſucceſs, 
as encouraged them to hope and attempt 
Aa ſpeedy and effectual cure. Accordingly, 
the pain (though with conſiderable abate- 
ment) till remaining, between nine 
and ten in the evening, ah ounce more 
was given within the hour, which in- 
tirely removed his pain, On this he 
immediately called for his ſupper, eat 
heartily, went to ſleep, and awoke next 
morning fit for buſineſs, which he hath 
proſecuted ever fince, without any inter- 
ruption from his former pain. 
Thus, in leſs than twelve hours, two 
ounces and an half of the Tincture were 
taken, not only with eaſe and ſafety, but 


with the greateſt benefit, though admi- 
niſtered 
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niſtered by one who made not the leaſt 
pretenſions to medical knowledge. 
That ſome ſuch event would take place, 
from my method of practice being made 
public, I eafily foreſaw; and that more 
hazardous experiments would be tried in 
the uſe of the medicine, than the caution 
of the regular phyſician durſt venture to 
make. It gives me pleaſure, however, 
to find, upon the review of a long prac. 
tice, as well as from the Caſe before us, 
that the doſe may be conſiderably aug- 
mented without the leaſt danger; and 
that Caſes may poſſibly happen, wherein 
it may, with advantage, be adminiſtered 
in even a till more liberal manner. 

The above Caſe, from the repreſenta- 
tion given me of it, I judged to be that 
of an unformed Gout, and ſhould cer- 
tainly have acted as the Lady did, though 
very "probebly not with the ſame forti- 
tude.

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CONCLUSION. 


Thus have I laid before the Public, 
_ ſufficient proof of the ſafety and efficacy 
of one particular Medicine of the Diſ- 
penſatory of our College; and have the 
ſatisfaction to find, that I have, in ſome 
meaſure, reſcued it from that ſtate of 
negle& into which it was faſt ſinking, by 
the haſty reflections, and ill-grounded 


prejudices of ſome perſons of no incon- 
fiderable repute (k). 


I ſhall only add, that if in the narra-

Altho' Galen, in the chapter which pos- 
feſlediy treats of Gout medicines, ſeems 
as ſparing of internals, as he is full upon 
the article of external applications, yet has 
he given us in another place, two different 
forms of internal medicines: the firſt, he 
tells us, was much uſed by the perſon 
whoſe name it bears; and of the other, 
which comes much nearer ours, he ſays

what muſt be underſtood as a recommiens' 
dation of it that he himſelf uſed it. 


If to this we join the teſtimony of 


Czlius Aurelianus, who, I think, is ge- 
nerally allowed to have flouriſhed near 
Galen's time, if he was not his cotempo- 
rary, there will hardly be any room to 
doubt, that ſuch compoſitions were not 
only in uſe in Galen's . but ſome Wer 
perhaps before him. 

The paſſage from 4 this e; 
of Cælius is taken, is in Lib. V. 
Morb. Chronicor. where he evidently alludes 
to our Gout-medicines, ſpeaks of them, as 
having been in uſe — W he calls 
Veteres. 

Now of thoſe warm, e angina 
compoſitions, the antidoti antipodagrice of 
Galen, or the annalia medicamina, as Cælius 
terms them, ſo great a variety occurs in 


the writings of the Greek phyſicians after 
Galen, as well as of the later collectors of 
receipts; and ſo near a reſemblance do 


many of them bear to our preſent favourite 
medicine, that there will hardly, I imagine,

remain; any doubt, of this being the ſource 
from whence it has been taken. 

Atius, in the chap. ge antidatis cedure, 
among other forms, deſcribes. a tetraphar- 


macum, which, by the bye, is the diateſ- 
ſaron of ſome modern diſpenſatories, an 
antidotus ex hyperico, and an antidotus ex 
gentiana, all in vogue in his time, and all 
reſembling ours: but what I would more 
particularly take notice of, is what be calls 
the antidotus podagrica ex duobus centauree 
generibus,' as being the medicine which 
comes the neareſt of any to our Gout 
powder: their Mane is m_ in one 
ingredient (a). 

Alexander Trallianus i is likewiſe bigh i in

And here let me recount a few particulars 
relating to their manner of adminiftring 
thoſe remedies, and to the caſes and cons 
ſtitutions where they recommend them as 
benefitial, or where they forbid the uſe of | 
them as hurtful.

The form we ſee was that of en eludtary; 
made up with honey, as was their method. 

The doſe was a drachm, or the bigneſs 
of a hazel nut, in the morning faſting, 
with warm water {ex aqua calida}. And 
this was ordered to be continued for the 
ſpace of twelve months, but not without 
interruptions, or a leſſening of the doſe, or

But the point in which they were moſt 
peculiarly cautious, was the diſtinguiſhing 


the different habits or temperaments, that 
is, thoſe. were the antidoti were obſerved to 


do ſervice, from thoſe where they were 
found to be hurtful. 

_ Ztius, though laviſh of his N 
tions of the antidoti ad podagram, condemns 
nevertheleſs the indiſcriminate uſe of them 
in all caſes and habits; for he aſſures us, 
that they were extremely hurtful in the 
hot and bilious, and are only proper in 
cold and phlegmatic conſtitutions (b). 

This is likewiſe the language of A. Tral- 
Hanus.

Among the Arabian writers, at leaſt 
thoſe whom I have looked into, our bitter 
ſtomatic compoſitions in this intention 
are hardly mentioned; it is true indeed, 
in aſſigning the virtues of the ingredients 
ſeparately, they ſpeak of them as ſervice- 
able in Gouty and Arthritic diſorders ; but 
as for their compound alteratives in ſuch 
caſes, they ſeem to be chiefly of the ſpicy 
aromatic kind. 
Me again meet with our antidoti or Gout 
electaries (for that is the form) in ſome of 
the lateſt Greek writers. Actuarius has 
ſeveral forms reſembling thoſe of Mtius, 
and particularly the antidetos Procli dicta 
from Paulus. 
Nicolaus Myrepſus too has ſeveral of 
the ſame, as the antidotos Procli dicta, 
the Agyptia magna et parva, &c. in al- 
moſt all which the ingredients of our pow-

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In the ſupplement to Meſue, by Fran- 
ciſcus de pedemontium, there is mention 
made of a powder for the Gout, of great 
efficacy, called medicamen - Hermetis (e); 
it is made of ſome of our ingredients,

I aid above, that ſome of the early wri- 
ters, among the moderns, had copied many 
of theſe Gout remedies from the books of 
the Greek phyſicians; for this, we need 
only look into Sennertus, who has given

| moſt of them borrowed with little vari 
ation, from Ætius, A: Trallianus, and 
Paulus ÆEgineta. - 

It was probably about this period, or 
ſoon after that thoſe medicines came into 
uſe in Italy and the neighbouring countries, 
and particularly that from which comes ſo 
near our preſent Gout powder; and which, 
about that time, I imagine, got the name 
of pulvis principis Mirandolz, from having 
been recommended and brought i into vogue 
by a prince of that coyntry, Rene the 
famous Joannes Picus. 

I. have looked into ſome of the earlier 
diſpenſatories of thoſe countries, not doubt- 
ing but I ſhould find ſomething like our 
medicine, and bearing this name, but all 
in vain, The firſt and exacteſt deſcription 
I have met with of a medicine under this 
title, is from Tournefort, in his Hiſtoire des 
plantes qui naiſſent, &c. and js preciſely our 
powder, only with the addition of the 
centaurium majus. 

This medicine was not altogether un- 
known in this country: Willis gives us 
ſomething very like it, and at the ſame 

time

time mentions the ancients, as the ſource 
from whence all - thoſe alterative Gout 
medicines are derived (d). 
J. B. Chornel ſpeaks of the Poudre du 
prince de la Mirandole as a famous remedy 
in his time for the Gout and Iſcbiatica. 
The receipt he gives of it, is almoſt literally 
copied from Tournefort. 


In fine, the faculty of Paris have adopted 
our medicine in the laſt edition of their 
Codex Medicamentorum, under the title of 
Putois Arthriticus Amarus (e), which differs 
from Tournefort's receipt only by having

the rhaponticum in place of the centaurium 
majus: and this difference will hardly 
appear material, if the rhaponticum is found 
to be an ingredient in ſeveral of the ancient 
antidoti, and if in ſome of our books of 
botany and materia medica, the raphonticum 
volgare, and the centaurium majus, are 
claſſed as the ſame plant. 

The principal uſe I would * of 
all this, is only to ſhew, that Cælius 
Aurelianus's diacentaureon, and Ætius's 
antidotus ex duobus centauree generibus, 
were the ſame medicine, and are the 
old names for the Duke of Portland's 
Powder. 

As to the late introduction of the medi- 
cine into this country, I have leave to 
mention the following particulars. We 
owe it to a friend of his grace the Duke of 
Portland, who brought the receipt with 
him from Switzerland, exactly copied from 
a domeſtic collection of approved receipts, 
which were his father's, who had travelled 
many years, and probably may have picked 
it up abroad: It was by this gentleman's 
| perſuaſion that the Duke (who had been 
ſeverely 


FL . > 
ſeverely. treated by an hereditary Gout for 
ſeveral years) was induced to make trial of 
theſe powders, which have done him ſuch 
remarkable ſervice; and that the afflicted 
might not be deprived of the ſame means 
of relief which he had ſo happily experi- 
enced, his Grace ordered the faid receipt 
to be printed, and copies of it to be deli- 
vered to all who ſhould aſk for it. 

Notwithſtanding the high eſteem in 
which the medicine ſeems to be at preſent, 
it may not perhaps be difficult to foretel 
its fate; it will do good in many caſes, for 
in many caſes there is reaſon to believe it 
extremely proper (f); but an indiſcriminate

—Would not this ap- 
pear to be the caſe from the following obſervation, 
which I beg to repeat here, and leave for the doctor's 
future conſideration, —-** Myltis in hydropicum morbum 
podagra conceſſit; guandoque vero in aſthma ; horum 
vero ſucceſſio inevitabilis eſt.” 

Apoplexies too, where PoRTLAND's powder is not 
adminiftered, are common attendants on a receſſion of 
Gouty matter, Nec vero tantum in manus, pedes, 
omnes articulos tales feruntur fluxiones ; verum etiam 
in cerebrum, &c.“ 

Before ſuch a ſevere cenſure too had been paſſed 
upon the medicine, we ſhould have been informed of 
the peculiar temperaments and habits of thoſe, wha 
thus fell martyrs to it. The Profeſſor faith, © in every 
« inſtance which he had known of its exhibition for 
& the length of time preſcribed”, not, in every in- 
ſtance in which he had himſelf directed it. In that 
caſe, indeed, eaſy credit would have been given the 
Profeſſor for its right application. But as this doth not 
evidently appear, may we not ſuppoſe, from its dread- 
ful effects, that in ſome inſtances at leaſt, it was im- 


properly applied, and, in others, too long continued? 
For

have ſeen a like abuſe formerly did; it will 
bring a good medicine into diſrepute. 


For the ancients, though they highly recommended 
ſuch remedies in the cure of the Gout, yet they added, 
at the ſame time, very judicious cautions, from neg- 
lecting which, and giving medicines of this Kind in * 
caſe without diſtinction, the greateſt miſchiefs may fol- 

low. Prodeſt pituitoſis, bilioſos autem lædit.“ 
For my own part, I believe the medicine a good 
bitter or ſtomatic, and highly uſeful in certain circum- 
ſtances of the Gout. Baron VAN SwIETEN is of the 
ſame opinion, affirming, * that ſuch remedies are cer - 
<« tainly of real ſervice in reſtoring vigour and ſtrength 
<« to the viſcera,” &c. adding, ** that it cannot be de- 
« nied, but that they have been of real benefit to 
«© many, though, perhaps, not to every gouty per- 
c fon”, And Dr. SYDENHAM held thoſe medicines 
in the higheſt eſtimation, 4 which by their gentle 
« warmth and bitterneſs ſtrengthen the ſtomach, and give 
« more life and firmneſs to the maſs of blood. My 
great eſtobjection to it is, it's being too complex. And 
its uninterrupted uſe for ſuch a length of time, with- 
out ſo much as the intervention of a little Magneſia, 
Rhubarb, or T. Sacra, whatever alteration in the 
habit may occur, ſeems an exceptionable circumſtance 
alſo. But on the whole, I muſt think it not leſs inju- 
dicious, to extoll à medicine as at all times good, and 
under every circumftance of a diſorder, than, to repro

NJ Ratified with the confiderable ſhare 
of attention which has been ſhewn 
to my own attempts, to diſcover ſomething 
more efficacious in medical practice, than

exciting attention to fimilar attempts of 
others, that I here preſent the reader with 
the ſubſtance of an account which has 


lately appeared in a periodical publication 


of a Plant, ** which has long been uſed in 
Siberia for different diſeaſes, but in Arthri- 
tical diſorders with very great ſucceſs, and 
alſo in caſes of Rheumatiſm. It is the rho- 
dodendron chryfanthemum, nova ſpecies, 
belonging to the claſs, decandria, diſco. 
vered by Profeſſor Pallas, in his tour 
through Siberia. This Alpine ſhrub grows 
near-the tops of the high mountains, named 
Sajanes, f in the neighbourhood of the river 
Jeniſe, in Siberia, and delights in the ſkirts 
of the ſhow covered ſummits, above the 
region that produces trees.” 


« When the inhabitants of that 8 


mean to give it in Arthritic or Rheumatic 


diſorders, they take about two drachms of 
the dried ſhrub, ſtalk and leaves, with nine 
or ten ounces of boiling water, and putting 
them into an earthen pot, they lute on the 


head,

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head, .and place them in, an oven during ; 
the night. This infuſion, for it is not 
allowed to boil, the ſick man drinks next 
morning for a doſe. It occaſions heat, 
together with a degree of intoxication, 
reſembling the effects of ſpirituous liquors, 
and a ſingular kind of uneaſy ſenſation in 
the parts affected, accompanied with a ſort 
of vermiculation, which is likewiſe con- 
fined to the diſeaſed parts. The patient 
is not permitted to quench the thirſt, 
which this medicine occaſions, as fluids, 
particularly. cold water, produce vomiting, 
which leſſens the power of the ſpecific. 
In a few hours, however, all the diſagree- 
able effects of the doſe diſappear, com- 
monly. with two or three ſtools. The 
patient then finds himſelf greatly relieved 
of his diſorder, and hath ſeldom occaſion to 
repeat the medicine nic two or three 

times to compleat a cure. | 

The inhabitants of Siberia call this 

ſhrub Chei, or Tea, from their drinking i in 

common, a weak infuſion of it, as we do 

the Chineſe plant * that name. This

_ - «© Profeſſor Pallas ſent, ſome time ago,

in what he calls the arthritica venerea, 
with a tophus arthriticus on the carpus, 
and it produced a compleat cure.” 
« It muſt be remarked, that the doſe 
which theſe hardy Siberians take, who are 
accuſtomed alſo to drink it as tea, ' would, 
in all probability, be too ſtrong for our 
_ countrymen; however, it is a medicine, 
which we may certainly give (g) with 
ſafety, beginning with ſmall doſes.”
